LAST WIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

New York., Sept 30— Late foreign papers 
contain the following :— Tbe Grand Duchy 
of Baden aoceded to the North German 
Confedoratiou. Some weeks ago the French 
Government although mads awaro of tho 
fact, resolved for the present, to consider 
this step as purely a German question, not 
being yet prepared to engage in war. This 
news is too imoortant to be accopted finally 
without confirmation. 

London, Sept 30 — Tho following import- 
ant news comes from Madrid :— Joso Conslia 
at the bead of the Government at the 
Capital, and Manuel Concha commanding 
the army in the field have pronouueed for tna 
revolution. The people ol Madrid and the 
army garrisoning tbe city have followed 
thuir example. Tbe statue of the Queen b&a 
been dragged through the streets of Madrid 
by the rebels. Goneral Pavia of tho Royal 
army who had been marshalling in 'orccs 
for several days has been defeated by tbe 
insurgents in the provinco of Cindad. Reol 
and bis army dispersed. Marshal Serrano 
of the rebel army is marching on the Capi- 
tal uoopposed. Girgerte has been captured 
by tbe insurgents, ond a provincial j'inta 
has been formed. Perfect order prevails 
every whore. 

A correspondent of the Timet says, the 
tho question ot peace or war in Europe, 
trembles in tho balance, and only one man 
can tell to which it will incline. Tbe Kim; 
of Prussia who has been making the tour of 
North Germany, it ia believed, hacS a cli-f'i- 
ing reception ut Dresden; he says he wants 
peace but is ready lor war, and will fight it 
out to the end. It is for iho Emperor Napo^ 
•eon to decide.

ExuiBHin^.— The Now Westminster Exhi- 
bition heliJ on Wednesday last was opennd 
by the Governor ; Mrs Seymour was also 
preaont. ilia Excellency said he felt a deep 
interesi and abiding faith in too rich re- 
sources and future development of tbe Lower 
Fraser, and expressed gratification at seeing 
such Striking GYidouco of eubatanlibl prosper- 
ity as was spread oni before him. Tbe btll 
In which the show wus held was neatly de« 
corated with fla><s, paintiogs, needlework, Ao, 
In addition to tbe articles usually exhibited 
such aa fruits, dairy produce, roots, vege- 
tables, cereals, &C, &o, we notice thai prizes 
•have beeu awarded for cured flub, ooUchan 
oil, said to ha superior to codliver oil lor 
medicinal purposes, fpirits, flix, tobacco, 
cheese, fowl, hops, &o. The looal juurnal 
says il one were to leave out of view all the 
unpropitious ciroumslancts surroundiDg the 
exhibition this year, it would perhaps soarco-* 
ly be oaudid to pronounce it a luocesn. In 
fruits, cereals and dairy prodoos, tbe show 
was greatly in advance of last year ; but in 
roots and vegetables tliero was b perceptible 
falling ofj. 

Departure of old Rbmdknt3.— By the Q. 
S Wright which left a few days sinoe for 
Portland, Mr M T Johnston and Mm Jobu- 
■ton sailed for San Francisco, there to re« 
iido. Mr Johnston has been the resident 
partner of Messrs Sproat & Co in Victoria 
for several years past, was much eBteemed 
for his honorsble and gentlemanly demeanor, 
in general. It is his intention to represent 
the same firm in Sau Francisco, in the place 
of Mr Welch, who we understand retires 
from the firm. Mr W K Bull, for six years 
• resident of this city, has also left, going to 
8*n Franoiseo via Nanaimo. Mr B leaves 
■ blank in oar midst, which, in his own 
peculiar way, it will not be easy lo fill. 

The steamer Enterprise arrived on Satur- 
day from New Westminster with the Cariboo 
express aDd £60,000 in treasure, Sue had a 
large number of passengers on board, some 
immediately from Cariboo, amongit whom 
and in every respect is a oredit to tbe Colony, 
were Messrs Walker Adamson, Wilson, 
Edwarda. In speaking of tho Barksr. 
ville fire, diderent parties think, it will 
not have so injurious effect upon the general 
intsrests of the country as was at first 
Imagined, alihough tbey by no means ander* 
estimate tbe calamity. 

A Wise Fbecaotion. — Oo Saturday, 
Chief Engineer Kelly, and Councillor 
McKay ae Fire Warden, made id examina- 
tion of the city stores iu connection with tbe 
amount of powder kept oo basd over that 
allowed by tbe ordinance. It is to be regretted, 
tbey found a great excess over the amount 
allowed, in tbe possession of parlies also who 
ought to know better. The traders on John- 
son, Store and Cormorant streets bad most 
infringed upon the law. 4 An official report 
will be made to the Town Council on Tnss* 
day night. 

N«w Gold Strikes.— So far as we oan 
learn from those just returned from the upper 
country, much importance is attached to a new 
strike of gold on Lightning Creek. Tho pros- 
pect, said to be large, was discovered in the 
bill immediately behind the old Butcher olaim 
and according to one of ihe parties interest" 
ed, 'we ehull know all about it by arjd by?.' 
There was also a late discovery of gold, on a 
oreek known as Hard Scrabble. 

Cabiboo News.— At tbo Assizes, Chief 
Justice Begbie, on tbe 22nd Sept, sentenoed 
M A Benrimo to nine months imprisonment 
for embezzling a sura of money from ihe 
Miners' Bedrock Drain Company. It wan 
tbe only case. His Lordship regretted lo 
have to deal with it as tbe prisoner previouB 
ly bore a good character and filled positions 
of responsibility. 

Sicized.— Tbe Yule Eximuur says, a num- 
ber of small barrels ol liquor were seized 
last week at a Victoria branch establish- 
ment It is suspected they had been for- 
warded to Yalo before the exclso law had 
reeoived tribute from their proprietor. 

Elections. — Writs have been issued and 
forwarded So tbo up country districts for the 
election of members to tho next Legislative 
Council ; tbe writs for remaining districts 
will shortly follow. 

New Pilot Boat.— Tbe Pilot boat W 
A G Young, is approaching completion. 
She will make her trial trip this week, when 
no doubt she will give a good account of her- 
self. Tbo oost is close on S2O0P. 



Dhoharqed. — The cargo of the bark 
Moneyniok has been discharged in excellent 
order.

In addition to the report already published, 
wo deem the following particulars, lakeu 
from the Cariboo Sentinel, of the 22od alt., 
to be of interest lo those absent from the 
Colony : 

Long ore this tho news of Ihe conflaera. 
lion of Ihe town of Burkorville, William 
creek, has flashed across the wires lo all 
parls of the oivilized world. It rrmain.sooly 
lor us lo givo in detail on account of lb'. 1 cir- 
cumstances and results connected therewith, 
No one but on eyo witness can form any cor- 
rect concepiion of a scene so Iruught with 
disastrous results — of a roomontary character 
at leapt — lor we do not apprehend that the 
calamity, although universal as far as the 
town of Bnrlrervlllo is concerned, is oce lbat 
will lo any maleriul extent retard the general 
prospects of tho oountry or the permanent 
mining interests in Curihoo. Only a few 
days sinoe wo with much pride spoke of tbe 
order and neatness of tho Iowd of Biirker- 
ville, and our ink had scarcely dried ere this 
town was a mass of smouldering ruios ; and 
oborrod timbers and heaps ol rubbish only 
marked the Bpot where stood the metropolis 
of Cariboo. In jusi ono hour the merciless 
elemonts had turned tho lenants of 120 
houses rootless into tho streels, and many 
with no more property than covered their 
persons. The flro firet made its appearance 
in tbe roof of Adler & Barry's saloon, near 
tro centre of the town, at half-past 2 o'olook, 
p m, on Wednesday, tho 10th inst. Tho 
alarm wus instantly carried to all parts ol the 
lown, but a eioglo ghince seemed sufficient 
to convince rveryooo that to attempt to ex- 
tinguish the Dames was useless ; consequently 
eaoh ono turned his attention to the rescue of 
bis own property. Tboso whoso bouses were 
somawbnt remote from tho spot where the fire 
originated had a fair ohance of saving the 
most ol ibeir property ; but those moro con- 
tiguous nad no obanco whatever, owing to 
tbe character of the buildings, whioh were ah 
of light material and very dry. The Dame 
spread in all directions with yreat rapidity, 
and alter one or two faint and unsuccesslul 
uttempts to ohook its progreB J , the town was 
ubandoned to its fate, except near the ex- 
treme ends. Al the upper ond of the town, 
at Scott's siiloou, where Ihe Barker ditoh 
orosBed tbe street in a flume, the lire was 
checked lor some time, nod had there boen 
any degree of organization or concert of ac- 
tion, it could have hero been stopped, and 
Slrouss' storo, cootainine the largest stock of 
goods iu tbe town, might have been saved. 
Scott's sulocn, however, only was Bavo f j j 
whioh is attributed lo the ready supply ; 
water from the ditch, of which Scott, as on 
old and skilful fireman, knew how to av ft j|, 
himself. Here tbe firo ported and aw ep i 
past through China lown and exhausted 
itself lor want of further prey. The effort at 
the lower end of the town was a little more 
successful. The progress or the flames was 
stopped just before it reached Mclnnea' 
saloon, which was saved, and oIbo tbe ware- 
houses or I Weill and Ibe II B Co. In just 
ono hour and twenty minutes lron> the first 
cry of fire Iba last root fell, and tbe destruc- 
tion of tbe town of Barkerville was pro., 
nounced complete, and fleeing hundreds, with 
goods enatcbod from the flames, with relaxed 
limbs sat down upon their rescued blunder 
and with a long drawn breath wiped the per- 
spiration from their brows. 

The estimates that hnvo been made of tbe 
loss are bo varied that it is almost impossible 
to get at anything like no accurate slatoment. 
The following however, we think, is a close 
approximate to the prinoipal loa»os, as ascer- 
tained from Ihe parties themselves. The 
acomnt includes buildings and stock, esti- 
mated at what it would cost to replace tbem 
at present prices. We commence at the 
lower end of the town.

The losses have been voilouslj ealimated, 
though ohiefly at random, from a half rail- 
lion lo a million and a balf J hut we think 
Ibe figures which wo a huvo presented will 
cover Ibo extromo lose of property by the 
fire, as well us by that other ubormnablo and 
disgraceful cootittgency so universal upon 
such occasions — a bu»o practice which, we 
bolieve, were the population alono white, 
would never have disgraced tbo aDnals of 
Cariboo. Wo allude to the thells. 

Soon aftor the fire abated, tho despoiled 
merchants oommoocsd to gather in tbeir 
gooda whicn were tescued Iroru tbe fumes, 
und it soon became apparent tbut thievod 
had been in the field, for largo quauiitOB 
known to have been euved were missing. 
Search was immediately commenced nod con- 
tinued throughout tns night and the follow- 
ing day, and many thousand dollars worth 
were found ooncealod in cabins and old 
■liafla and on tbe various trails leading from 
tbe town; but, notwithstanding bo muoh has 



been rescued, it is still believed thai a largi> 
quantity of stolen goods is yet undiscovered 
The fire was caused, it ia said by some, 
by sparks from an attached kitchon, and 
by others,, from an" adjoining building, 
but Irom which ever source it origi- 
nuted, ibere can be no doubt aa to its ac- 
cidental character ; nor oan there be the 
slightest blame attached to any person, ne 
the li/ebt and inflammable character of the 
roofing of tbe oDtiro town wsb such that in 
no extraordinary dry time like the present il 
is only a wonder that euch accidents did not 
occur daily. We are pleased to tee thai in- 
vestigation has already been instigated by 
the aulboritiea on this point, in regard lo tho 
buildings in tbe upper town.. Not a single 
life was lost, nor a peraoual injury sustained 
worthy of note. 

AFTER THE FIRS. 

No ordinary pon sketch can convey a true 
conception of the scene which followed. 
Night was diawing on and hundreds of men 
women and children were compelled to seek 
shelter, and tons ol goods and chattels lay 
scattered along Ihe croek and on tbe LilU 
aides which must be stored; and like anta, 
whose storehouse bad been overturned by 
tbe ploughshare, tbo despoiled bunian swarm 
were seen running in every direction, loaded 
with their wates, seeking a place of reluge. 
Women and children with bads, pots and 
pans, and men with huge paokagos af bacon, 
or sacks of Dour and beans were ttiggiDg away 
to a place of Bbelter; whilst here and there 
might bo seen some one whose ooumgo waB 
not ol tho sterling type, giving way to la- 
mentationa and teara; but upon tba whole 
there probably uever waa a calamity so sud- 
den or complete more heroically or philcso- 
phically boroe than the one in tbo present 
oase, and tho stillness of night found every 
ooe quietly slumberiog beuealb a comfort- 
able shelter, save a few who quietly patrolled 
the scene of desolation to watch tho smoul- 
dering remains of tbe conflagrated town. 

TUB RXSULTB. 

The first impression, and tbo almost uni- 
versal exolamatioo at tbe time of and imme- 
diately after Ibe firo, was, 1 Barkerville Is 
gone in and ibe country is ruined 1' an im- 
pression pardonable indeed in a man suffer- 
ing under tho indescribable feoling of misery 
caused by tbe almost instantaneous loss of 
all be has in tbe world, and which may have 
been tho accumulation of years ; but to the 
calm redacting mind, no fallacy oan bo more 
apparent. '1 hat it ia a great misfortune, 
aod will cauae temporary damage lo t' e 
entire colony, there can bo little doubt, and 
(hat a few individuals may be ruined in their 
worldly prospocta none will question | but 
the gold mioiiig prospects of Cariboo remain 
uncban^od, aod Ihe same spirit of enterprise 
and itdustry that baa opened up the mines 
aod supplied the miners, will cod inua the 
mining operations with no sensible suspension 
bo long as it ia believed that Cariboo ia a 
profitable gold raining country, ond the bare 
fact of four-fifths of the entire property dea 
troyed beiog the sole and unencumbered 
properly of the individuals who held it, ia ao 
irrefutable evidenco of the proaperity and 
importance of tbe oountry. Wo believe then 
that all fears aa to the evil effects upon tbe 
country aa to retarding mining operations or 
otherwise, are altogether groundless, and 
apart from a few individual oases, the burn- 
ing of Barkervillo twelve mooiba hence will 
be almost forgotten. In fact already we do 
see ibe entire abatement of all excitement 
and tbe disturbed elemonls of trade and in- 
dustry returning lo ibeir proper channels. It 
is true that in some iustances tbe prices of 
food aod clotbiog bav» advanced, and labor 
hxa advanced in a corresponding dogreo, 
but in a few days it will be seen that any 
advance in the price of goods will be units, 
oessary, aa the heavy stocks about to arrive 
will be quite auffioient to prevent Ibi prices 
from advancing. To sum up, therefore, tho 
old town of Barkerville is gone. Oae hun- 
dred and sixteen bouses have been burned, 
which will cost a quar'er of a million dollars 
to replace, a half a million mora has beeo 
lost in goods and personal eQeots, about a 
dozen peraoos have been ruined in business 
and aa many mors are made; some two or 
three hundred parsons have been disturbed 
in tbeir homes and mode of living, about 
fifty of whom may leave for the lower ooun- 
try tbat otherwise would have stayed 
through tbe winter. All the departments of 
mining and trading will move on aa if no- 
thing bad occurred to disturb the prospects 
or prosperity of the country. Such ia our 
oalm and deliberate judgment, and we have 
every confidence that future results will jus- 
tify the opinion thus expressed. 

XEW UARKBRYILLB. 

Ere the smoke of tbe old town hag died 
away, a new town Pbmuix like, has sprung 
from tbe asbea thereol. Already are there 
over thirty houses standing in aymmotrical 
order od the old site, und the fouudation of 
aoveral others laid ; and many moio woald 
yet havo been io tho courao of erection were 
it possible to obtain carpenters and tools. 
The buildings erected are by the lollowine 
p«raons ; Adams k Fearoy, Todd. Bruco & 
Mann, Bowron, Davison, Wionard, Wolf, 
Meson, Reonie, Wits', Davis, McNerhanie, 
Parker, Grunbaum, Van Volkenburgh & Co. 
Cohen & Hoffman, Dodero. Danouvion & 
Kuriz, Strouss, Madam Couloo, Hobecca 
Gibba, Mauelta, Millrosa, Millman, ond 
eight or ten Cbioa houses. Tbe town when 
rebuilt will present a much more uuilorm 
and pleasant appearance. By the regulations 
of the local authorities, iu ooncurrenco with 
the people, tho main street has been increased 
in width fifteen feet, and tho sidewalks fixed 
at a regular and unilorm grade. Vacancies 
whioh were originally ioreuded (or cress 
streets, but occupied by sufferance, aro now 
to bo left open, aod altogether the new town 
will bo muoh more oooveniont for business, 
aod will be a daoidod improvement on the 
old; and we would not much woodor il in 
the courso of a few years' time many who are 
now Heavy, losers will cease to regret tho con- 
fhgrution of 1868. 

Anotukr Firb.— On Sunday morning at 
half past three o'clock, the inhabitants of 
Richfield were aroused Irom their slumbers 
by the cry ofQro, which provad to bo any- 
thing but a false alarm for it wus discovered 
that the oven io Hicks' bake houBe was on 
fire, wbioh in a short time would have com- 
municated with tho main building, and Rich- 
field would bavo mel the same fate as Bar. 
kervitle. The oveo it appoara was built of 
stone and clay on a wooden foundation. The 
maaonry not being suffioiontly thick the 
wood igoiied and caused tho firo. Happily, 
however, it waa diaoovored iu time to prevent 
further damago than tbe doalruation of tho 
oven.

Editorial Correspondence— Not 11. 

Manassas Junction, Va., July 30, 1868. 
A rido of two bourr, over the Orongo and 
Alexandria railroad, in rieketty oars, brought 
us to the famous Manassas Junction, in 
tbe vicinity of which the Federals BUBtainod 
two crushing delests in tbe early stage of tbo 
lato civil war at the hoods of the Confedei" 
ates. Manassas is situated 35 miles south of 
Alexandria, It ia the contre of what was 
before the war a prosporona and wealthy 
agricultural district, but which seems now lo 
be Buffering from the blight and decay thai 
have settled down upon tho whole South. 
Tho road to the Junction is raaiked by tbe 
ruinB of many once comfortable Uomesteads, 
the blackened walls and standing cbimnios 
being all that is left to indicate spots once Ibe 
abode of pence and plenty, but whero now 
desolation and an oppressive gravolike still- 
ness reign supremo. Here and iboro alonn 
tho road, wo observed a few negro liuta with 
small patcbei of corn waving noar, hut as a 
general rulo tho land is lying idle, and Ihe 
fow inhabitants that remain appear to have 
lost all energy and heart and lo havo sunk 
into a Btate of despair nod misery bordering 
on desperation, whilo a second growth el 
timber is springing up on both sides of the 
road upon land wbioh previous to the war 
"blossomed like a roso" at the command of 
tho Ihrifty husbandman. Manassas Juno 
tion we found to contain abont 100 wbitoB 
and negroes and two small inns. At one of 
the inns grog is 8 j 1 J , uod a crowd oi ''mean 
whites" and ragged negroes lolled on its 
porch, leanod against i Is sides, or hung 
about its bar enjoying tbo aroma of 'ond 
whiskey which ever and anon saluted thero 
olfactories, or watching with oager oyea 
tho fiery compound as it was poured down 
ihe throats of tho more fortunate (?) nmnntr 
their number who possessed ■ he wherewilhall 
to -lioker-up." Attracted to the door nf this 
don by loud lalken, observed a degraded 
loookinp; sp j cimHn of humanity holding forth 
to a raotly crowd thai had gathered lo listen 
to tho strain* ol his drunken eloquence. He 
waa talking of the stale of the country, snd 
whilo he kepi one oye on his audience he 
did not fail to fix tho other upon a decanter 
of tsugle-leg temptingly displayed on Ihe 
sideboard. He spoke with cnrnes'nesj ami 
eloquence, and "give the Rada fits." Hia 
remarks were received by his hearers with 
loud applansa nnd frequent invitations to 
come to tho bar and '-'sot 'om un" (a Vireinny 
phraao for taking a drink J. Upon inquiring 
of a bystp-der who the bibulous and garrul- 
ous individual miffbt be, I was informed thai 

lie was "Judge ," appointed when 

only 22 yeurs of ago bv President Buchanan, 
Chief Jnitieo of Utah Territory. When 
Virginia sece led — or rather iried to secede, 
Tor I believe it in on record lhat ahn did not 
succeed in gotting out of the UnioD— the 
Judge went with her, lost eveiylhing bf the 
war aod yielding lo bluck despair took to 
drink nnd now wliile s'ill a yonng man ia a 
wrotchod, driveling, begrimed sot. ''He is 
the pet of this district," says our informant, 
for he's an orful smart loryer, I look another 
look ut the wreck before me, as. ho psu«rd 
to "set 'em up" again, and monlally resolv- 
ing that tbo Slanasaas insto for "pels" was 
rather vitia'ed, withdrew. For three dollars 
in gold our n irty procured a pair of grey 
horses and an eld nrmy ambulance with a 
black 'boy' (so the botelkeopor oalled him, 
Albert he was as grey as his horses) to 
drive them, and we Marled for the batilo- 
held of Boll Run, which lies fiva miles dis- 
tant in a Southwesterly diroction through a 
rol ing and picturesque country bearing ov « 
denoe of having beeo once in a high slate 
ol cultivation; but which now progenia the 
same ruioad, dosolalo sppearanco as tbe 
district lying between Alexandria snd Man- 
assas. Oo onr way to tbo scene ol tba first 
battlo. in Joly, 1861, where Bnaurazard 
hurled back McDo ell'n forces on Washiog« 
tou, the only signs of lilo we noticsd were 
two elderly white men walkio? along th« 
road, n 1 a email h?rd of catth; feeding on a 
dis'ant hill. The men appeared to take 
prido in talking over the battles, which 
proved such siirnnl victories for Confederate 
«rm->; They pointed out the rood over which 
McDowell's panic slrioko" army fiod back 
to the Capital, abandoning, in their frenzy, 
their wounded comrades, and oasting nw:iy 
their arms lo reader esoupn more certain. 
They nl«o pointed out the distant h II on which 
we had seen the herd graz ng a^ thB one 
behind which Stonewall Jackson hid bis 
men, while tho infatuated Pope allured In 
his destruction by lha supposud totreat of 
of Lee on Richmond, followed him lo Ih 
Rappahannock river, and Irom which Ja'k- 
son filed rur, at tho proper moment and loll- 
ing on tho Federal r»ur rendered tbo deleat 
of Pope oven more complete than was tbo 
defeat of McDowolI tho year before, 

Continuing on to the scene of tho strngglo 
in '61, we found a monument ten feet 
height, marking the spot where the heaviest 
fighting occurred. It bears this inscription 
'In memory of the Patriots who fell in Ihe 
R* tie of Bull Run, 1861;— Ereoted, June 10 
186;").' It was raised by the Federals at the 
cIoho of ihe war; and as remarked ooe ol Ihi 
HX-rebels, 'h don't say which aide was 
Patriots, but rather scums to say that bull 
was, we lets it stand," Hard bv the monu- 
ment iB a aruvo Borrpuaded by a wooden 
railing. It marks the resting place of Mrs 
Henry, a Southern lady, whoso mansion 
stcod between the firo of tba contending 
armies. .When tho lighting commenced 
she sent her children away aiid remained lo 
look after the lintwa. Both* sides agreed to 
respect the dwelling, but a chauce ahull 
shattered it and killed the old lady. A few 
few fragments of brick remain to indicate 
the Bpot who'0 ihe mansion stood, und Ibe 
hill which was once coverod by a beautiful 
orchard, is now as bare of vegetation na tho 
palm of my hand nnd is seamed aud scarred 
in every direction. At the loot of this hill 
ia an old two story slone farmhouse, the sidos 
nf which off rd abundant evidenco of tho 
fierceness of Ibo Mruuglo thut waa waged* 
about it. This hous-o ia occupiod b^j-rfri old 
couplo from Now York Stale who cultivate 
about five acres out of ono hundred and t hi try six 
aorea whioh they hold. They complain thai 
ihe "negroes is idle and shiftless and won't 
work mora than a lew days at tho most. 
When they golB two or three dollars together 
they went off nnd spent it in the cities," 
The rates lor farming laborers nro 88 and 
S12 per month anJ sometimes they bavo lo 
find themselves' out of this mongro pay, in 
haying timo they get from $1 to $2 per 
diem for n few days. 

Having crossed the first Bull Run battle" 
field and lha famed Hull Bun itself (tho run 
is a small Stream fed Irom Ihe mountains, and 
in our Colony would ho culled u ravine), we 
came to the scono of Pope's deleat, wbioh 
lies a milu and a half beyond the run. Here 
wo luuud n monument bearing an insorij'iioo 
similar to that' iu the tiold wo bad just left, 
Tho appenranoeof tho country was tho Borne. 
A stono marks tho Bpot wlioro Popo, just 
before the batilo, wrolo a despatch in which 
ho said hia ' Aeudquariurs were in iho saddle, 
and tnat instead of atudying the linoa ol his 
own retreat he intended to' study the proba- 



ble lines of his enemy's.' Nume:oua relics 
ol the battles in Ihe Bhapo of sword bayonets 
onnnon balls, sheila, bullets ond battered 
emmunilion boxes, lie scattered over ihe 
fields. At the old farm-house we saw qnile 
a pile of unexplodod shells. A fow weeks 
before our vi it, a couple of tourhjts from the 
North endeavored to opon one of these 
dangerous missilea when it oxploded, and 
killed one and badly wounded the nlhrr. 
Quite a handsome sum bas been realized Irom 
the sale of tho bones of animals destroyed in 
these battles, the blonched skeletons of which 
uro still to bo found in every thicket. Some 
limps human bones get mixed up with ibose 
of brutoa, and not muob care is takon in 
sorting them I am told. Wo secured a few 
relies of the battles, and on tho sun had oom- 
monced to decline, regained the army ambu- 
lance, ciTtain dark stains on the floor ol 
whioh aerving to remind ua tbat perhaps in 
the very vehiolo in which we then rode bo 
lull of hope and energy, tho life of some poor 
wounded soldier had ebbed slowly away. 
This feeliog checked the flow of gaiety with 
which tbo beautiful weather ond Ihe corgeoua 
Bunsel, and the sweot notes of tba feathered 
songsters inspired us. 

We roaohod Maoassas in timo for a lato 
dinner, for which we were charged but 
twenty-fire cents. The landlord, an ox- 
Confederate soldior, reranrking that it was 
only a 'snack,' (said 'snack' consisted of 
roast chicken, boiled bnoon, vegetables and 
coffee) and left us wooicring lhat if thai 
which wo had enjoyed was only a ' Bnaok,' 
what he considered a 'squaro meal.' To 
morrow we leave for Now York via Wash- 
ington.
